The  annual  inspection  conducted  under  orders  from  the  War 
Department  will  be  held  in  the  near  future,  and  one  of  the  objects  of  this 
inspection  is  to  ascertain  what  organizations  are  sufficiently  armed,  uni- 
formed and  equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field,  and  it  is  obviously  very 
difficult  to  arrive  at  a correct  conclusion  of  this  matter  unless  the  entire 
strength  of  the  command  is  present  at  the  inspection. 

Another  object  of  this  inspection  is  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  determine  what  assistance  under  the  Act  approved  January  21st,  1903, 
the  organized  militia  of  this  State  is  entitled  to  from  the  United  States. 

It  is  expected  that  every  man  now  enrolled  as  a member  of  the 
Illinois  National  Guard  will  be  present  at  the  coming  inspection  wtuj 
ordered,  and  company  commanders  will  be  held  strictly  responsible 
the  carrying  out  of  this  provision.  No  excuses  will  be  granted  for  absen 
except  on  certificate  of  disability  from  a reputable  physician.  Command 
ing  officers  will  report  all  absentees  to  this  Department  upon  conclusion 
of  this  inspection.  It  is  desired  that  enlisted  men  who  have  removed  from 
the  jurisdiction  or  others  who  are  unreliable  be  either  dropped  or  dis- 
charged before  that  time. 

Arms,  equipments  and  uniforms  must  be  placed  in  the  best  possible 
condition,  and  quarters  will  be  made  neat  and  tidy.  Commanding  officers 
will  at  once  take  steps  to  see  that  these  provisions  are  carried  out.

DIXON  MILITARY  INSTITUTE,

No.  5.  J Dixon,  111.,  May  17,  1905. 

The  President,  Dixon  Military  Institute,  directs  that  the  following  infor- 
mation be  published  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

I.  Commencing  not  earlier  than  June  1,  1905,  the  Governor  of  each  State 
or  Territory  within  the  borders  of  the  United  States  is  invited  to  appoint  as  a 
cadet  to  the  Dixon  Military  Institute,  whenever  vacancies  exist  from  their  re- 
psective  States  or  Territories,  any  able-bodied  young  man  of  good  character, 
between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-three  years,  who  is  a member  or  an 
honorably  discharged  member  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  from  which 
he  is  appointed,  or  who  has  served  honorably  and  faithfully  one  year  in  any 
reputable  military  school. 

II.  The  appointee  shall  be  entitled  to  tuition  for  any  complete  course 
offered  by  the  Institute.  The  appointee  shall  meet  all  other  expenses,  includ- 
ing the  uniform  outfit. 

III.  The  appointments  of  cadets  may  be  made  by  competitive  examina- 
tion or  by  other  procedure,  according  as  directed  by  the  appointing  authority. 

IV.  The  Governors  of  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  furnished  with  a copy  of  this  order  and  with  descriptive  matter  pertaining 
thereto. 

V.  The  annual  expenses  of  this  cadet  will  be  about  $160  exclusive  of 
uniforms,  stationery,  etc. 

VI.  The  uniform  is  ample  to  clothe  the  cadet  for  a period  of  three  or  four 
years.  No  civilian  clothes  are  to  be  worn. 

VII.  Applicants  should  apply  to  Captain  Grant  Allyn  Capron,  General 
Recruiting  Service,  D.  M.  I.,  for  application  blanks  and  any  further  information.

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Officers  of  the  Illi- 
nois National  Guard,  the  following  communication  from  the 
Military  Secretary,  War  Department,  is  hereby  published. 

“The  Assistant  Secretary  of  War  directs  me  to  inform  you 
that  there  have  been  mailed  to  you,  under  separate  cover,  nine 
copies  of  Form  No.  10,  Militia,  for  your  use  in  preparing  the  re- 
port of  drills,  target  practice,  and  field  instruction  of  the  organ- 
ized militia  of  Illinois  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  3 1 , 
1905,  and  to  request  that  the  report*  required  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  18  of  the  Militia  Act  of  January  21,  1903,  be 
rendered  promptly  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

As  the  reports  submitted  on  Form  No.  10  are  usually  pre- 
pared, sufficient  information  is  not  afforded  to  enable  the  War 
Department  to  determine  whether  all  organizations  have  per- 
formed the  duties  prescribed  in  Section  18,  and  it  is  desired  that 
under  the  heading  “Number  of  Practice  Marches,”  the  number 
of  days  be  given,  and,  if  these  are  not  consecutive,  that  a note  to 
that  effect  be  appended  in  the  column  of  remarks  (see  first  note 
on  form).  Also  under  the  heading  “Average  Strength  Present,  ” 
the  average  per  cent  should  be  stated,  that  it  may  be  shown 
whether  two-thirds  of  each  organization  participated  in  practice 
marches,  camp  of  instruction,  rendezvous  target  practice,  and 
rendezvous  drill. 

It  appears  from  an  examination  of  the  report  submitted  for 
the  year  1904  that  strict  compliance  was  not  had  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  18,  and  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that 
delinquency  in  this  particular  may  debar  the  State  from  partici- 
pation in  the  benefits  of  Section  14  of  the  Militia  Act.” 

Company  Commanders  are  supplied  with  Annual  Return 
which  states  on  the  filing  that  it  must  be  forwarded  on  December 
20th,  to  the  Regimental  Commander,  and  the  Regimental  Com- 
mander is  required  to  forward  same  direct  to  the  Adjutant 
General  on  December  31st.  These  returns  must  not  be  delayed 
by  either  the  Company  or  Regimental  Commanders,  inasmuch 
as  the  War  Department  requires  that  the  Return  be  forwarded 
promptly  at  the  close  of  the  year.

Sir:  In  looking  over  the  names  of  the  members  of 

the  rifle  teams  representing  the  organized  militia  of  sev- 
eral of  the  States  in  the  National  Trophy  Competition 
of  1905,  at  Sea  Girt,  it  has  been  observed  that  several 
members  of  the  naval  militia  were  included. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  the  Acting  Secretary 
of  War  directs  me  to  inform  you  that  the  question  of 
eligibility  of  members  of  the  naval  militia  to  participate 
in  these  competitions  was  submitted  to  the  Judge  Advo- 
cate General  of  the  Army,  who  gave  it  as  his  opinion 
that  the  right  to  participate  in  the  national  competition 
which  is  provided  for  in  the  act  of  April  23,  1904,  is 
restricted  to  the  forces  therein  named ; and  as  the  naval 
militia  is  not  among  the  forces  expressly  named  in  that 
enactment  as  entitled  to  compete  for  prizes  and  trophies 
therein  provided  for,  members  of  the  naval  militia,  as 
such,  should  be  excluded  from  competition. 

The  opinion  has  been  concurred  in  by  the  Acting 
Secretary  of  War,  and  this  information  is  communicated 
to  you  for  your  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  Cali- 
fornia team  for  the  1906  competition.

In  a proclamation  issued  today  Governor  Len.  Small  calls 
upon  the  people  of  Illinois  to  unite  in  observing  Armistice  Day 
on  November  11  by  pausing  for  silent  prayer  for  two  minutes 
at  11  o’clock  and  by  holding  appropriate  exercises  in  commemo- 
ration of  the  victory  won  by  American  troops. 

“Whereas,  At  its  last  session,  the  General  Assembly  of  Illi- 
nois enacted  a law,  which  received  executive  approval  providing 
for  the  observance  of  November  the  eleventh,  the  anniversary 
of  the  Armistice,  as  a holiday  in  commemoration  of  the  victories 
of  the  United  States  armies  in  the  great  World  War;  and 

“Whereas,  On  the  eleventh  day  of  November  of  this  year 
there  will  be  buried  in  the  National  Cemetery  at  Arlington,  Vir- 
ginia, the  remains  of  an  unknown  soldier  who  was  a member 
of  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  Europe,  which  remains 
will  be  representative  of  all  unidentified  American  dead  who, 
in  the  World  War  gave  their  lives  that  civilization  and  free 
government  might  endure;  and 

“Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States  has  by  proc- 
lamation called  upon  the  people  of  America  to  recognize  by  ap- 
propriate ceremonies  on  that  day  the  loyal  devotion  and  self- 
sacrifice  of  our  valiant  dead; 

“Now  Therefore,  I,  Len.  Small,  Governor  of  Illinois,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  aforesaid  proclamation  of  the  President  do 
hereby  call  upon  all  devout  and  patriotic  citizens  of  this  State 
to  pause  from  their  accustomed  tasks  and  recreations  on  Friday, 
the  eleventh  day  of  November,  next,  from  twelve  o’clock  noon  to 
two  minutes  after  that  hour,  Washington  time  (11  o’clock  a.  m. 
Illinois  time)  for  a period  of  silent  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  precious  lives  that  were  so  willingly  given 
in  our  country’s  cause,  and  I furthermore  ask  that  appropriate 
exercises  be  held  on  that  day  by  the  people  of  Illinois  in  com- 
memoration of  the  victories  of  our  brave  soldiers  and  sailors 
which  so  largely  contributed  to  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Eur- 
ope on  November  the  eleventh,  1918. 
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.V r<I  hereby  further  direct  that  the  National  Flag  be  displayed 
at  half-staff,  from  sunrise  until  sunset  on  November  the  eleventh, 
1921,  on  all  State  arsenals,  armories,  and  buildings  under  the 
control  of  the  administrative  departments  of  the  State.”

Springfield,  November  9,  1921. 

At  various  times  in  the  past  the  attention  of  The  Adjutant 
General  has  been  specifically  called  on  occasion,  to  the  proposed 
use  of  a state  owned  or  a state  leased  armory  for  holding  boxing 
matches.  In  each  of  the  specific  instances  the  Adjutant  General 
has  prohibited  same.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  very  recently,  in- 
formation with  reference  to  proposed  occupancies  of  armories 
for  this  purpose  has  reached  The  Adjutant  General,  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  direct  the  attention  of  all  Commanding  Officers  and 
Custodians  of  armories  or  arsenals  owned  or  occupied  and  under 
the  control  of  the  Military  Department,  to  the  fixed  rule  in  this 
regard.  At  the  present  time  and  under  existent  statutes,  boxing 
is  illegal  in  Illinois.  It  is  beside  the  question  what  may  be  our 
personal  opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of  boxing  matches  as  a 
recruiting  agency  or  any  other  purpose.  The  single  angle  from 
which  the  matter  must  be  considered  is  that  of  the  present  law. 
So  long  as  this  prohibitive  law  is  on  the  Statute  books  it  is  in- 
conceivable that  armories  owned  or  leased  by  the  State  for  the 
basic  purpose  of  creating  an  efficient  force  to  uphold  the  law, 
should  be  used  for  the  direct  violation  of  the  law.  Therefore, 
Commanding  Officers  and  Custodians  of  armories  owned  or 
leased  by* the  State  are  directed  to  see  that  in  their  respective 
armories  these  violations  of  the  law  are  not  permitted.

In  order  that  there  may  be  a well  defined  objective  in  the 
minds  of  those  engaged  in  the  work  of  organizing  the  National 
Guard'  of  Illinois  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  a unified  effort  be 
made  throughout  the  service  to  accomplish  this  purpose  as  rapid- 
ly as  possible. 

The  time  is  at  hand  when  Illinois  will  submit  its  annual  re- 
quest for  the  allotment  of  troops  for  the  fiscal  year  1923.  This 
request  implies  the  promise  that  the  State  is  able  and  will  raise 
the  organizations  called  for  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

This  implied  promise  exists  writh  respect  to  the  allotment 
for  this  fiscal  year  and  because  there  is  yet  much  to  be  done  to 
carry  it  out,  the  special  attention  of  all  commanding  officers  is 
directed  to  the  immediate  need  of  completing  the  organization 
of  missing  units  and  filling  up  the  vacancies  in  the  units  already 
federally  recognized. 

Recent  reports  from  the  Militia  Bureau  indicate  that  Illinois 
has  not  progressed  as  fast  as  other  states,  and  inquiries  are  being 
made  which  show  that  some  doubt  exists  about  the  ability  of  the 
State  to  obtain  the  quota  of  troops  now  allotted  to  it. 

Shall  it  be  said  of  Illinois  that  there  no  longer  exists  the 
pride  of  accomplishment  to  which  the  past  history  of  its  National 
Guard  so  abundantly  testifies?  The  National  Guard  of  Illinois 
has  a record  of  efficient  service  in  times  of  peace  to  which  it  can 
point  with  pride  and  in  the  late  war  it  demonstrated  that  that 
same  service  was  the  foundation  of  its  effective  work.  These  are 
the  traditions  upon  which  the  present  organization  may  well 
be  built. 

It  would  indeed  be  a blemish  on  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State  and  those  charged  with  its  organization  to  admit  inability 
to  furnish  the  troops  allocated  to  it  and  to  have  the  unorganized 
units  transferred  and  reallocated  to  other  states. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  realizes  the  need  of  a completely 
organized,  well  disciplined  and  effective  National  Guard  and  to 
that  end  every  means  of  support  at  his  command  will  be  used  to 
effect  its  organization.  He  is  keenly  alive  to  the  difficulties  con- 
fronting commanding  officers  but  he  believes  that  concerted 
action  all  along  the  line  will  bring  complete  success. 

After  the  preliminary  steps  of  allocation  and  selection  of 
subordinate  commanders  have  been  determined  the  National 
Guard  must  be  “sold”  both  to  the  local  community  and  to  the 
prospective  recruit.  Circular  letter  No.  19,  M.  B.,  c.  s„  outlines 
many  ways  in  which  interest  may  be  created  and  maintained  in 
an  organization.  This  letter  has  been  reprinted  for  general  dis- 
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tribution  to  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the 
Illinois  National  Guard.  The  suggestions  contained  in  it  should 
assist  the  unit  commanders  in  “selling”  the  NatiSlTal  Guard  to 
their  respective  communities,  and  to  build  up  an  esprit  within 
their  own  organizations. 

One  of  the  many  viewpoints  which  may  be  used  to  influence 
community  interest  is  furnished  in  the  following  table  showing 
the  annual  payroll  of  units, — all  this  money  is  spent  with  the 
local  merchants.

The  recruiting  at  this  period  of  the  year  should  be  most 
active.  The  plan  and  dutes  for  the  outdoor  work  of  the  summer 
have  been  fixed  and  announced.  In  addition  to  the  annual  tour 
of  camp  and  the  preliminary  school  of  instruction  preceding  the 
encampments,  rifle  firing  is  to  be  given  special  prominence  this 
year.  Th  e rifle  ranges  at  Camps  Lincoln  and  Logan  will  be 
open  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  during  the  month  of  June  for 
instructional  purposes.  Orders  are  now  being  formulated  which 
outline  company  and  regimental  team  competitions  at  Camp 
Logan  during  August,  and  the  elimination  contests  for  places  on 
the  State  Team  which  will  represent  the  Illinois  National  Guard 
at  the  National  Matches,  to  be  held  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  in 
September.  These  contests  are  always  good  recruiting  mediums, 
and  if  properly  made  use  of  will  develop  a great  interest.  A 
place  on  the  State  Team  should  reflect  great  credit  on  a com- 
pany and  a regiment. 

A conference  is  being  arranged  with  the  Chief  of  the  Militia 
Bureau,  to  be  held  about  the  middle  of  April  in  Washington, 
which  the  Division  Commander  and  The  Adjutant  General  will 
attend.  A meeting  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Illinois  National 
Guard  will  be  held  in  Chicago  on  April  28,  at  which  time  the 
result  of  the  Washington  conference  will  be  discussed.  At  this 
meeting  it  is  also  desired  that  there  be  organized  a National 
Cuard  Association  of  Illinois,  through  which  much  constructive 
work  for  the  National  Guard  may  be  done. 

In  the  meantime  every  unit  commander  should  put  forth 
every  effort  at  his  command  to  build*  up  his  organization.

. Hereafter  telegrams  and  Long  Distance  Telephone  Calls  will 
»e  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  only  in  the  most  urgent  cases 
n which  the  emergency  must  be  apparent  and  which  could  not 
j lave  been  taken  care  of  by  letter  on  a preceding  date. 

. Messages  should  be  intelligently  worded,  distinct  and  to  the 
ijioint.  Superfluous  words  will  be  eliminated  from  the  address, 
j he  body  and  the  signature  of  the  telegram.  All  telegrams  to 
hese  Headquarters  should  be  addressed  to  “The  Adjutant  Gen- 
ii ral,  Springfield,  Illinois”,  and  signed  by  the  l^st  name  of  the 
officer  sending  them.  It  is  not  necessary  to  give  rank  and  or- 
anization  in  the  signature  to  a telegram. 

. Much  unnecessary  expense  is  being  incurred  by  organiza- 
ions  making  shipment  of  clothing,  equipment,  impedimenta, 
oth  State  and  Federal,  by  not  first  obtaining  authority  and 
hipping  directions  from  this  office.  In  many  cases,  such  ship- 
lent  may  be  made  from  federal  funds,  rather  than  State,  by  first 
btaining  the  necessary  Governmental  authority.

The  following  opinion  rendered  by  Lieutenant  Colonel 
William  C.  Rigby,  Judge  Advocate,  Sixth  Corps  Area,  under  date 
of  August  14th,  1922,  relative  to  the  right  of  former  enlisted 
men  who  served  in  the  World  War  to  wear  the  Army  uniform, 
is  hereby  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  those 
concerned : 

“You  have  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  former 
enlisted  men  who  served  in  the  World  War  to  wear  the  Army 
uniform. 

Legislation  concerning  the  retention  of  the  uniform  by 
former  enlisted  men,  who  served  in  the  World  War,  and  their 
right  to  wear  it,  is  somewhat  involved. 

(a)  Section  125  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  approved 
June  3rd,  1916,  (39  US  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  216)  provides: 

“Section  125.  Protection  of  the  Uniform. — It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  not  an  officer  or  enlisted  man 
in  the  United  States  Army  * * * to  wear  the  duly 

prescribed  uniform  of  the  United  States  Army  * * *, 

or  any  distinctive  part  of  the  duly  prescribed  uniform 
of  the  United  States  Army  * * *,  Provided,  That  the 

foregoing  provision  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  pre- 
vent * * * persons  who  in  time  of  war  have  served 

honorably  as  officers  of  the  United  States  Army  * * *, 
Regular  or  Volunteer,  and  whose  most  recent  service 
was  terminated  by  honorable  discharge,  muster  out,  or 
resignation,  from  wearing,  upon  occasions  of  ceremony 
the  uniform  of  the  highest  grade  they  have  held  by 
brevet  or  other  commission  in  such  Regular  or  Volun- 
teer service;  nor  to  prevent  any  person  who  has  been 
honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States  Army, 
Navy,  or  Marine  Corps,  Regular  or  Volunteer,  from 
wearing  his  uniform  from  the  place  of  his  discharge  to 
his  home,  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  such 
discharge;  * * * 

(b)  By  an  act  entitled,  “An  Act  Permitting  any  person 
who  has  served  in  the  United  States  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine 
Corps  in  the  present  war  to  retain  his  uniform  and  personal 
equipment,  and  to  wear  the  same  under  certain  conditions,” 
approved  February  28th,  1919  (40  Stat.  1202),  it  is  provided: 

“That  any  person  who  served  in  the  United  States  Army 
* * *,  may  upon  honorable  discharge  and  return  to 

civil  life,  permanently  retain  one  complete  suit  of  outer 
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uniform  clothing,  including  the  overcoat,  and  such  ar- 
ticles of  personal  apparel  and  equipment  as  may  be 
authorized,  respectively,  by  the  Secretary  of  War  * * *, 
and  may  wear  such  uniform  clothing  after  such  dis- 
charge: Provided:  That  the  uniform  above  referred  to 
shall  include  some  distinctive  mark  or  insignia  to  be 
prescribed,  respectively,  by  the  Secretary  of  War  * * 

(c)  By  Section  8 of  the  Naval  Appropriation  Act  of  June 
4th,  1920  (41  US  Statutes  at  large,  p.  836),  it  is  enacted: 

“That  Section  125  of  the  Act  entitled  ‘An  Act  for  the 
making  further  and  more  effectual  provisions  for  the 
national  defense,  and  for  other  purposes,’  approved 
June  3rd,  1916,  shall  hereafter  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  as  originally  enacted,  notwithstanding  anything 
contained  in  the  Act  entitled  ‘An  Act  permitting  any 
person  who  has  served  in  the  United  States  Army,  Navy, 
or  Marine  Corps  in  the  present  war  to  retain  his  uni- 
form and  personal  equipment  and  to  wear  the  same 
under  certain  conditions,’  approved  February  28,  1918 ; 
Provided,  That  the  words  ‘or  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
shall  be  inserted  immediately  after  the  words  ‘the 
Secretary  of  War’  wherever  those  words  appear  in  sec- 
tion 125  of  the  Act  approved  June  3,  1916,  hereinbefore 
referred  to.” 

The  net  result  of  this  legislation  appears  to  be: 

(a)  A former  officer  whose  most  recent  service  was  honor- 
ably terminated  may,  upon  occasions  of  ceremony,  wear  the 
uniform  of  the  highest  grade  held  by  him  while  in  the 
service. 

(b)  A former  enlisted  man  who  served  during  the  World 
War  may  upon  honorable  discharge  and  return  to  civil 
life  permanently  retain  one  complete  uniform,  including 
overcoat,  but  may  wear  it  only  from  the  place  of  his  dis- 
charge to  his  home  within  three  months  after  the  day  of 
such  discharge.  He  may  not  wear  it  otherwise  at  any  time 
or  at  any  occasion  whatever,  except  that  if  lie  be  a member 
of  the  American  Legion,  or  some  other  military  society 
“composed  entirely  of  honorably  discharged  officers  or  en- 
listed men,  or  both,”  he  may  wear,  “upon  occasions  of  cere- 
mony, the  uniform  duly  prescribed  by  such  society,  to  be 
worn  by  the  members  thereof  (Sec.  125,  National  Defense 
Act,  June  3,  1916,  39  US  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  216,  fifth 
clause  of  proviso); — unless  he  be  an  instructor  at  a mili- 
tary school  or  within  some  other  of  the  special  provisions 
included  in  said  Section  125,  which  it  is  understood  are  not 
here  under  contemplation. 

As  to  the  effective  remedy  to  prevent  unlawful  wearing 
of  the  uniform,  any  person  offending  against  the  provisions 
of  Section  125,  National  Defense  Act,  supra,  is  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  may  be  punished  on  conviction  by  a fine 
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not  exceeding  $300  or  by  imprisonment  for  six  months,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  (39  US  Statutes  at 
Large,  p.  217).”

3.  The  names  of  officers  who  have  not  completed  the  exam- 
ination referred  to  above  will  not  be  carried  on  any  federal  pay 
roll  for  payment  of  services  of  any  character,  and  a certificate 
must  be  added  to  each  pay  roll  submitted  certifying  that  each 
officer,  whose  name  is  carried  on  the  pay  roll,  has  qualified  in 
the  grade  and  branch  of  his  service  before  a Board,  under  Sec- 
tion 75,  National  Defense  Act.

1.  The  following  letter  from  the  The  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army  relative  to  the  examination,  selection  and  appointment  of 
enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  as  cadets  at  United  States 
Military  Academy,  West  Point,  is  hereby  published  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  those  concerned:

Subject:  Candidates  from  National  Guard  for  West  Point. 

Tp:  The  Adjutant  General  of  Illinois,  Springfield. 

The* 'regulations  for  the  selection  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard  for  appointment  to  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  provide  that  the  candidates  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia according  to  the  enlisted  strength  of  their  respective 
National  Guard  organizations.  Candidates  from  the  States 
and  Territories  will  be  selected  by  the  respective  Governors 
thereof  from  successful  competitors  in  a preliminary  examin- 
ation of  a scope  and  nature  similar  to  the  regular  examina- 
tion for  entrance  to  the  Military  Academy,  to  be  instituted 
and  conducted  by  the  Governors,  and  to  be  held  between  No- 
vember 1 and  November  15  of  each  year. 

2.  The  candidates  so  selected  will  be  authorized  by  the  War 
Department  to  report  for  the  regular  entrance  examination, 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  held  beginning  on  March  4,  1924, 
and  the  appointments  available  on  July  1,  1924,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  qualified  candidates  in  the  order  of  merit 
established  at  that  examination,  which  is  competitive  among 
all  National  Guard  candidates.  The  Governor  of  your  State 
is,  therefore,  requested  to  select,  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing,  three  candidates  from  among  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  of  your  State,  and  to  designate  them 
for  the  entrance  examination  mentioned,  using  therefor  the 
inclosed  blank  forms.  Please  bring  the  matter  to  his  atten- 
tion promptly.

3.  As  the  enlisted  strength  of  the  Guard  increases,  the  com- 
petition for  the  limited  number  of  cadetships  becomes  more 
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keen,  and  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  candidates  who  may 
be  designated  for  the  regular  entrance  examination  in  March 
is  necessarily  small,  great  care  should  be  taken  in  the  selec- 
tion of  candidats  at  the  preliminary  examination  in  Novem- 
ber, and  that  examination  should  be  a real  test  of  ability, 
in  order  that  only  the  best  qualified  applicants  be  chosen. 
There  is  no  limitation  to  the  number  who  may  compete  in 
the  preliminary  examination  and  it  is  suggested  that  this 
matter  be  widely  advertised  throughout  the  National  Guard 
organizations  of  your  State  so  that  every  enlisted  man  who 
is  eligible  as  to  age  and  length  of  service  may  be  afforded 
this  great  opportunity. 

4.  To  be  eligible  for  appointment  from  the  National  Guard, 
an  applicant  must  be  an  enlisted  man  of  a unit  recognized 
by  the  Federal  Government.  He  must,  on  the  date  of  ad- 
mission, July  1,  1924,  have  served  as  an  enlisted  man  not 
less  than  one  year,  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nineteen  and 
twenty  two  years,  and  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet  four 
inches  in  height.  The  age  and  service  requirements  are  statu- 
tory and  cannot  be  waived  or  modified,  but  it  is  not  essen- 
tial that  the  service  be  continuous,  so  that  former  service  in 
the  Guard  may  be  counted  in.  determining  an  applicant’s  eligi- 
bility. Similarly,  service  with  a National  Guard  organiza- 
tion prior  to  its  recognition  by  the  Federal  Government  may 
be  considered,  the  date  of  enlistment  of  the  soldier  govern- 
ing, and  not  that  of  the  recognition  of  the  unit.  The  re- 
quirements for  admission  to  the  Military  Academy  are  fully 
set  forth  in  the  inclosed  pamphlet,  a supply  of  which  is  be- 
ing sent  to  you  under  separate  cover  for  distribution  to  those 
interested. 

5.  In  the  past,  due  probably  to  lack  of  interest,  some  States 
have  failed  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  designate 
candidates,  while  other  States  have  designated  their  full 
quotas  and  are  constantly  asking  for  the  privilege  of  making 
more  appointments.  As  a result  it  has  been  decided  to  re- 
quire that  designations  shall  be  made  promptly  following  the 
November  preliminary  examination,  and  in  no  case  later 
than  December  15,  1923.  When  sending  in  his  designations, 
it  is  requested  that  the  Governor  inform  the  Department  as 
to  the  number  of  other  desirable  candidates,  if  any,  which 
he  may  be  in  a position'  to  designate.  States  which  fail  to 
designate  their  full  quotas  by  December  15,  1923,  will  be 
considered  as  having  allowed  the  opportunity  to  lapse,  and 
their  allotments  will  be  given  to  other  States. 

6.  All  correspondence  on  this  subject  should  be  conducted 
directly  with  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.

The  Militia  Bureau  authorizes 
National  Guard  units  to  maintain  themselves  at  a lower

level  called  “Maintenance  Strength”  but  the  War  Depart- 
ment would  be  glad  to  have  every  National  Guard  unit  in 
existence  today  recruited'  up  to  its  prescribed  peace 
strength. 

2.  For  administrative  purposes  the  National  Guard  Regu- 
lations allow  organizations  to  recruit  to  a maximum  of  10% 
beyond  the  prescribed  enlisted  peace  strength.  Units  so 
recruited  can  qualify  for  armory  drill  and  encampment 
compensation  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as  other  Na- 
tional Guard  organizations.

The  following  extract  of  letter  from  the  War  Department 
is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

“1.  Motion  picture  service  for  R.  O.  T.  C.,  C.  M.  T.  C.,  Reserve 
and  National  Guard  Camps  during  the  coming  summer  will  be 
handled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  outlined  in  succeeding 
paragraphs. 

2.  Where  the  camps  are  held  at  military  posts  the  men  attend- 
ing the  training  camps  will  be  accommodated  at  the  War  Depart- 
ment Theatre  at  the  usual  price  of  admission.  If  additional 
showings  or  installation  of  motion  picture  equipment  are  neces- 
sary, request  therefor  will  be  made  as  required  by  existing  regu- 
lations. 

3.  Where  the  camps  are  held  at  other  than  military  posts  the  fol- 
lowing procedure  will  govern: 

(a)  The  Army  Motion  Picture  Service  will  install  motion 
picture  equipment  if  none  is  on  hand,  furnish  film  programs  and 
run  the  service  in  accordance  with  existing  regulations,  all  re- 
ceipts except  as  noted  in  paragraph  5 to  be  forwarded  to  and  all 
expenses  paid  by  the  Army  Motion  Picture  Service. 

(b)  If  it  is  desired  to  handle  the  service  locally  the  Army 
Motion  Picture  Service  can  furnish  film  service  at  cost  but  can- 
not install  equipment  unless  all  expenses  incident  thereto  are  met 
from  funds  available  to  Corps  Headquarters  or  locally. 

4.  This  office  will  be  notified  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  of 
any  additional  service  or  installations  desired.  In  no  case  should 
this  notification  be  less  than  two  weeks  where  additional  show- 
ings are  desired  nor  less  than  one  month  where  it  is  necessary  to 
install  motion  picture  equipment. 

5.  The  posts  at  which  summer  camps  are  held  will  share  in  the 
profits  of  the  theatre  under  the  profit-sharing  plan  announced 
in  letter  from  this  office  dated  August  14,  1922.  Under  this  plan 
the  posts’  share  of  the  profits  is  twenty  (20%)  per  cent  of  the 
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net  profits  (gross  receipts  less  local  expenses)  in  excess  of  $22.00 
per  program.  The  summer  Camps  posts  are  hereby  authorized 
to  deduct  this  percentage  each  week  during  the  period  of  the 
summer  training  camps.  The  profits  derived  by  the  posts  may 
be  expended  at  the  discretion  of  the  post  commanders.”

1.  The  following  letter  from  the  The  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army  relative  to  the  examination,  selection  and  appointment  of 
enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  as  cadets  at  United  States 
Military  Academy,  West  Point,  is  hereby  published  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  those  concerned:

Subject:  Candidates  from  National  Guard  for  West  Point. 

To:  The  Adjutant  General  of  Illinois,  Springfield. 

1.  The  regulations  for  the  selection  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard  for  appointment  to  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  provide  that  the  candidates  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia according  to  the  enlisted  strength  of  their  respective 
National  Guard  organizations.  Candidates  from  the  States 
and  Territories  will  be  selected  by  the  respective  Governors 
thereof  from  successful  competitors  in  a preliminary  examin- 
ation of  a scope  and  nature  similar  to  the  regular  examina- 
tion for  entrance  to  the  Military  Academy,  to  be  instituted 
and  conducted  by  the  Governors,  and  to  be  held  between  No- 
vember 1 and  November  15  of  each  year. 

2.  The  candidates  so  selected  will  be  authorized  by  the  War 
Department  to  report  for  the  regular  entrance  examination, 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  held  beginning  on  March  3,  1925, 
and  the  appointments  available  on  July  1,  1925,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  qualified  candidates  in  the  order  of  merit 
established  at  that  examination,  which  is  competitive  among 
all  National  Guard  candidates.  The  Governor  of  your  State 
is,  therefore,  requested  to  select,  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing,  seven  candidates  from  among  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  of  your  State,  and  to  designate  them 
for  the  entrance  examination  mentioned,  using  therefor  the 
inclosed  blank  forms.  Please  bring  the  matter  to  his  atten- 
tion promptly. 


3.  As  the  enlisted  strength  of  the  Guard  increases,  the  com- 
petition for  the  limited  number  of  cadetships  becomes  more 
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keen,  and  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  candidates  who  may 
he  designated  for  the  regular  entrance  examination  in  March 
is  necessarily  small,  great  care  should  be  taken  in  the  selec- 
tion of  candidates  at  the  preliminary  examination  in  Novem- 
ber, and  that  examination  should  be  a real  test  of  ability, 
in  order  that  only  the  best  qualified  applicants  be  chosen. 
There  is  no  limitation  to  the  number  who  may  compete  in 
the  preliminary  examination  and  it  is  suggested  that  this 
matter  be  widely  advertised  throughout  the  National  Guard 
organizations  of  your  State  so  that  every  enlisted  man  who 
is  eligible  as  to  age  and  length  of  service  may  be  afforded 
this  great  opportunity. 

4.  To  be  eligible  for  appointment  from  the  National  Guard, 
an  applicant  must  be  an  enlisted  man  of  a unit  recognized 
by  the  Federal  Government.  He  must,  on  the  date  of  ad- 
mission. July  1,  1925,  have  served  as  an  enlisted  man  not 
less  than  one  year,  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nineteen  and 
twenty  two  years,  and  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet  four 
inches  in  height.  The  age  and  service  requirements  are  statu- 
tory and  cannot  be  waived  or  modified,  but  it  is  not  essen- 
tial that  the  service  be  continuous,  so  that  former  service  in 
the  Guard  may  be  counted  in  determining  an  applicant’s  eligi- 
bility. Similarly,  service  with  a National  Guard  organiza- 
tion prior  to  its  recognition  by  the  Federal  Government  may 
be  considered,  the  date  of  enlistment  of  the  soldier  govern- 
ing, and  not  that  of  the  recognition  of  the  unit.  The  re- 
quirements for  admission  to  the  Military  Academy  are  fully 
set  forth  in  the  inclosed  pamphlet,  a supply  of  which  is  be- 
ing sent  to  you  under  separate  cover  for  distribution  to  those 
interested. 

5.  In  the  past,  due  probably  to  lack  of  interest,  some  States 
have  failed  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  designate 
candidates,  while  other  States  have  designated  their  full 
quotas  and  are  constantly  asking  for  the  privilege  of  making 
more  appointments.  As  a result  it  has  been  decided  to  re- 
quire that  designations  shall  be  made  promptly  following  the 
November  preliminary  examination,  and  in  no  case  later 
than  December  15,  1924.  When  sending  in  his  designations, 
it  is  requested  that  the  Governor  inform  the  Department  as 
to  the  number  of  other  desirable  candidates,  if  any,  which 
he  may  be  in  a position  to  designate.  States  which  fail  to 
designate  their  full  quotas  by  December  15,  1924,  will  be 
considered  as  having  allowed  the  opportunity  to  lapse,  and 
their  allotments  will  be  given  to  other  States. 

6.  All  correspondence  on  this  subject  should  be  conducted 
directly  with  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.

1.  In  furtherance  of  instructions  to  the  effect  that  all 
authorizations  for  recognition  of  further  units  of  the  Nat- 
ional Guard  have  been  withdrawn  you  are  informed  that 
the  active  strength  of  the  National  Guard  on  August  31, 
1924,  was  188,712.  The  great  increase  was  not  foreseen  in 
the  Bureau.  The  funds  available  will  provide  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Guard  at  a strength  of  approximately 
177,000.  It  is  evident  that  immediate  steps  must  be 
taken  to  stop  the  increase  in  strength. 

2.  Your  return  of  strength,  by  wire,  for  August  31,  1924, 
shows  that  you  have  a strength  considerably  in  excess  of 
the  authorized  maintenance  strength. 

3.  This  indicates  a flourishing  condition  in  the  National 
Guard  of  your  State.  Notwithstanding  this  it  is  necessary 
to  prevent  further  increases  in  the  National  Guard,  and 
the  Secretary  of  War  directs  me  to  inform  you  that  tempo- 
rarily and  until  further  instructions  are  transmitted  to 
you,  Federal  aid  can  not  be  extended  to  the  National 
Guard  in  your  State  in  excess  of  its  present  strength.  At 
a later  date  it  may  be  necessary  to  slightly  reduce  the 
National  Guard  below  its  present  strength,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  this  contingency  will  not  arise.  Your  cooperation  at 
this  time  is  earnestly  desired. 

4.  Any  National  Guard  Regulations  or  other  instructions 
in  conflict  with  the  requirements  hereinbefore  are  suspend- 
ed until  otherwise  ordered. 

5.  It  is  requested  that  you  promptly  report  any  action 
taken  as  a result  of  the  instructions  contained  in  this 
letter.

2.  The  above  suspension  makes  it  imposssible  for  us  to  obtain 
Federal  recognition  for  new  units  for  an  indefinite  period.  How- 
ever, the  Illinois  National  Guard  has  made  an  excellent  showing 
in  the  progress  of  organization  and  it  is  earnestly  desired  to 
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hold  fast  to  that  which  we  already  have.  It  is  therefore,  directed 
that  all  unit  commanders  take  immediate  active  steps  to  put  in 
operation  a progressive  recruiting  system,  which  has  for  its 
objective  the  elimination  of  dead  or  inferior  membership  and 
the  filling  of  these  vacancies  with  good  live  recruits,  thereby 
keeping  the  strength  of  all  units  up  to  their  present  status. 
However,  no  person  will  be  accepted  for  enlistment  who  has  not 
attained  his  eighteenth  birthday. 

3.  Being  desirous  of  knowing  the  relative  standing  of  our  State 
as  compared  with  other  states  in  the  matter  of  recruitment  and 
Federal  Recognition,  on  September  16  I wrote  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau,  requesting  the  strength  of  the  ten  states  having  the 
greatest  number  of  National  Guard  troops  as  of  May  31,  1924, 
and  August  31,  1924.  He  replied  under  date  of  September  20. 
1924,  and  gave  me  the  following  tabulation:

4.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  if  the  War  Department  had  not  sus- 

pended the  inspection  of  new  units,  Illinois  would  have  soon 
been  in  third  place.  There  are  two  main  reasons  why  we  should 
make  special  effort  to  maintain  our  present  strength:  First, 

because  Federal  allotment  of  funds  is  based  upon  the  strength 
maintained  by  the  State.  Second,  because  we  want  to  move  up 
to  third  place  very  soon  after  the  removal  of  this  suspension. 
This  achievement  will  lend  additional  honor  and  dignity  to  the 
Illinois  National  Guard. 

5.  It  is,  therefore,  desired  that  our  present  forces  be  put  on  a 
better  and  more  substantial  basis,  in  the  meantime,  by  replacing 
all  dead  wood  with  live  potential  material.

Note:  The  Communications  Course  at  the  Infantry  School 

is  for  non-commissioned  officers,  preferably  capable  sergeants, 
belonging  to  Infantry  Headquarters  units.  They  should  have 
at  least  the  equivalent  of  an  eighth  grade  education  and  be 
the  type  who  can  be  used  as  instructors  upon  their  return  from 
the  course.  The  Communications  Course  at  the  Field  Artillery 
School  is  for  non-commissioned  officers  belonging  to  Headquart- 
ers units  or  battery  details  and  they  should  have  the  same  quali- 
fications as  above  listed  for  the  Infantry. 

2.  An  allotment  to  States  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  is 
inclosed.  These  allotments  represent  the  number  for  which 
it  is  definitely  known  that  funds  are  available.  Applica- 
tions sent  in  from  States  to  fill  these  allotments  will  be 
considered  as  “Principals”  and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men 
so  recommended  will  be  authorized  to  attend,  if  otherwise 
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eligible.  It  is  desired  that  each  State,  having  an  allotment 
of  one  or  more  of  these  “Principals”  send  in  the  applications 
of  an  equal  number  of  “Alternates”  and  the  States  which 
have  not  been  given  “Principals”  likewise  send  in  applica- 
tions for  one  or  more  “Alternates”.  When  the  allotment  of 
“Principals”  to  a State  has  not  been  filled  one  month  before 
the  beginning  of  the  course,  the  Militia  Bureau  will  fill  it 
from  “Alternates”  already  received.  In  other  words,  unless 
applications  of  “Principals”  be  received  by  the  Militia 
Bureau  one  month  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  course  any 
such  application  received  later  will  be  considered  as  other 
“Alternates”.  When  a “Principal”  has  been  authorized  to 
attend  the  course  and  his  name  is  afterwards  withdrawn, 
he  will  be  replaced  by  an  “Alternate”  from  the  same  State, 
if  there  is  on  file  an  application  of  an  eligible  applicant; 
otherwise,  special  selection  will  be  made  from  the  list  of 
“Alternates”  on  file.  Allotments  to  States  will  not  be 
changed  without  authority  of  the  Militia  Bureau. 

3.  State  authorities  are  requested  to  take  such  precautions 
as  will  insure  that  those  selected  for  these  courses  are  repre- 
sentative and  will  reflect  credit  on  the  service,  and  to  limit 
their  recommendations  to — 


a.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  who  have  the  necessary 
mental  and  physical  qualifications  to  pursue  the  course  with 
profit. 

b.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  who  intend  to  continue 
in  the  service. 

4.  In  order  that  the  necessary  records  may  be  properly 
kept,  the  following  information  must  be  furnished  in  each 
case  and  each  application  should  be  forwarded  as  a separate 
communication :

5.  As  required  by  National  Guard  Regulations,  in  the  case 
of  applications  of  officers,  the  following  will  be  observed: 

Applications  will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau,  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  and  the 
Corps  Area  commander,  and  should  reach  the  Militia 
Bureau,  where  possible,  two  months  prior  to  the  beginning 
of  the  course.  Before  forwarding  the  application  to  the 
Corps  Area  Commander,  the  Adjutant  General  will  obtain 
the  following,  entered  by  indorsement  on  such  application, 
from  the  Senior  Regular  Army  instructor  on  duty  with  the 
unit  to  which  the  applicant  belongs: 
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a.  Opinion  as  to  applicant’s  professional  fitness  and 
ability  to  successfully  complete  the  course. 

b.  Whether  the  applicant  possesses  characteristics 
which  might  prevent  his  becoming  an  efficient  instructor  up- 
on the  completion  of  the  course. 


c.  Whether  the  applicant  is  so  established  in  the  com- 
munity that  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  he  may  be 
transferred  from  or  leave  his  unit  upon  the  completion  of 
the  course. 

d.  Whether  unit  to  which  the  applicant  belongs  will 
be  directly  or  specifically  benefited  by  his  completion  of  the 
course. 

Corps  Area  commanders  are  requested  to  acquaint  all 
instructors  with  the  fact  that  they  will  be  required  to  fur- 
nish the  data  listed  as  a,  b,  c.  and  d , this  paragraph,  in  case 
of  each  officer  applying  for  admission  to  the  service  school. 

6.  The  following  information  should  be  furnished  all  the 
applicants: 


a.  All  travel  will  be  performed  on  transportation  re- 
quest furnished  by  the  United  States  Property  and  Disburs- 
ing Officer  of  the  State. 

b.  No  accommodations  are  available  for  families  of 
officers. 


c.  Transportation  for  dependents  and  household  goods 
is  not  authorized. 

d.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  are  entitled  to  pay  of  their 
rank  or  grade  while  attending  schools,  and  to  subsistence 
allowance. 

e.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  should  plan  their  departure 
so  as  to  arrive  at  the  school  on  the  date  specified  for  report- 
ing. 


7.  Where  a number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  from  the 
same  State  are  recommended  for  the  same  course,  State 
authorities  and  Corps  Area  commanders  are  requested  to 
indicate  relative  merit  of  the  applicants.

1.  Orders  No.  11,  War  Department,  are  hereby  published  for  the 
information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned:

Orders 

No.  11.  April  27,  1925. 

1.  Orders  No.  6,  War  Department,  Office  of  the  Chief  Signal  Offi- 
cer, February  17,  1923,  are  rescinded  and  the  following  substi- 
tuted therefor: 

a.  The  War  Department  will  authorize  and  supervise  the 
operation  of  Regular  Army,  National  Guard,  and  Reserve  “radio* 
telegraph  stations  for  purely  military  work,  and  will  assign  call 
letters  and  wave  lengths  thereto,  provided  the  corps  area  signal 
officer  has  satisfied  himself  that  the  equipment  is  t satisfactory 
and  the  personnel  is  competent.  Where  such  stations  are  to  be 
also  used  for  nonmilitary  activities,  they  will  require  a station 
license  from  the  Department  of  Commerce  under  existing  law, 
as  well  as  licenses  for  the  operating  personnel.  Radio  apparatus 
furnished  by  the  Signal  Corps  is  licensed  under  many  patents 
for  Government  use  only,  but  these  licenses  do  not  extend  to  non- 
military uses  of  that  equipment  except  in  certain  specific  situa- 
tions; for  instance,  the  Washington-Alaska  Military  Cable  and 
Telegraph  System.  Whenever  such  radio  apparatus  is  used  for 
broadcasting  other  than  military  material,  the  users  are  liable 
for  infringement  of  many  basic  patents  and  caution  is  therefore 
urged  in  this  respect. 

b.  The  source  of  supply  for  the  equipment  in  these  stations 
should  not  affect  in  any  way  the  question  of  military  supervision 
over  such  stations. 

c.  Purely  military  work,  as  referred  to  in  (a)  is  interpreted 
to  include  the  dispatch  of  military  traffic  either  between  the  sta- 
tion concerned  and  other  stations  operated  by  the  Regular  Army, 
or  between  the  station  concerned  and  other  stations  operated  by 
the  National  Guard  or  Reserve.  Likewise,  it  includes  the  neces- 
sary provision  for  all  military  field  operations  of  the  National 


Guard  and  Reserve.  It  does  not  include  operation  with  amateur 
or  commercial  stations,  broadcasting  operations,  or  other  oper- 
ations of  that  character. 

d.  No  radiotelephone  .stations  of  the  Regular  Army,  Na- 
tional Guard,  or  Reserve  should  be  authorized  or  supervised,  ex- 
cept for  those  units  for  which  such  equipment  is  authorized  by 
Tables  of  Allowances,  because  the  proper  training  of  radio  per- 
sonnel does  not  require  the  operation  of  such  stations.

WEST  POINT  EXAMINATION. 

1.  The  following  letter  from  the  The  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army  relative  to  the  examination,  selection  and  appointment  of 
enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  as  cadets  at  United  States 
Military  Academy,  West  Point,  is  hereby  published  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  those  concerned:

The  Governor  of  Illinois,

My  Dear  Governor: 

The  regulations  for  the  selection  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard  for  appointment  to  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  provide  that  the  candidates  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  according  to  the  enlisted  strength  of  their  respec- 
tive National  Guard  organizations.  Candidates  from  the 
States  and  Territories  will  be  selected  by  the  respective 
Governors  thereof  from  successful  competitors  in  a prelim- 
inary examination  of  a scope  and  nature  similar  to  the  reg- 
ular examination  for  entrance  to  the  Military  Academy,  to 
be  instituted  and  conducted  by  the  Governors,  and  to  be 
held  between  November  1 and  November  15  of  each  year. 
Under  the  statute  authorizing  these  appointments,  the  Gov- 
ernors are  restricted  in  their  choice  of  candidates  to  enlisted 
men  of  the  National  Guard  who  conform  to  the  requirements 
mentioned. 

To  be  eligible  for  appointment  from  the  National  Guard, 
an  applicant  must  be  an  enlisted  man  of  a unit  recognised 
by  the  Federal  Government.  He  must,  on  the  date  of  admis- 
sion, July  1,  1926,  have  served  as  an  enlisted  man  not  less 
than  one  year,  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nineteen  and 
twenty-two  years  and  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet  four 
inches  in  height.  The  age  and  service  requirements  are 
statutory  and  cannot  be  waived  or  modified,  but  it  is  not 
essential  that  the  service  be  continuous,  so  that  former  serv- 
ice in  the  Guard  may  be  counted  in  determining  an  appli- 
cant’s eligibility.  Similarly,  service  with  a National  Guard 
organization  prior  to  its  recognition  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment may  be  considered,  the  date  of  enlistment  of  the  soldier 
governing,  and  not  that  of  the  recognition  of  the  unit.  The 
requirements  for  admission  to  the  Military  Academy  are 
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fully  set  forth  in  the  inclosed  pamphlet,  a supply  of  which 
is  being  sent  to  you  under  separate  cover  for  distribution  to 
those  interested. 

The  candidates  so  selected  will  he  authorized  by  the 
War  Department  to  report  for  the  regular  entrance  examin- 
ation, which  is  scheduled  to  be  held  beginning  on  March  2, 
1926,  and  the  appointments  available  on  July  1,  1926,  will 
be  awarded  to  the  qualified  candidates  in  the  order  of  merit 
established  at  that  examination,  which  is  competitive  among 
all  National  Guard  candidates.  You  are,  therefore,  requested 
to  select,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  five  candidates 
from  among  the  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  of  your 
State,  and  to  designate  them  for  the  entrance  examination 
mentioned,  using  therefor  the  inclosed  blank  form.  These 
cadetships  being  awarded  solely  as  a result  of  competition, 
alternates  cannot  be  considered.  There  is  no  limitation  to 
the  number  who  may  compete  in  the  preliminary  examination 
and  it  is  suggested  that  this  matter  be  widely  advertised 
throughout  the  National  Guard  organizations  of  your  State 
so  that  every  enlisted  man  who  is  eligible  as  to  age  and 
length  of  service  may  be  afforded  this  great  opportunity. 

In  the  past  some  States  have  failed  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  designate  candidates,  while  other  States 
have  designated  their  full  quotas  and  are  constantly  asking 
for  the  privilege  of  making  more  appointments.  As  a result 
it  has  been  decided  to  require  that  designations  shall  be  made 
promptly  following  the  November  preliminary  examination, 
and  in  no  case  later  than  December  15,  1925.  When  sending 
in  your  designations,  it  is  requested  that  you  inform  the 
Department  as  to  the  number  of  other  desirable  candidates, 
if  any,  you  may  have  available.  The  allotments  of  those 
States  which  allow  the  opportunity  to  lapse  through  failure 
to  fill  their  quotas  by  December  15,  1925,  will  be  given  to 
other  States.

3.  The  preliminary  examination  will  be  held  in  Springfield, 
Illinois,  November  12,  13  and  14,  1925.  Candidates  should  report 
to  The  Adjutant  General,  Springfield,  Illinois,  not  later  than  5:00 
P.  M.,  November  11th,  so  that  they  may  receive  general  instruc- 
tions relative  to  the  operation  of  the  examination.  Candidates 
will  provide  themselves  with  such  compasses,  calipers,  rulers 
and  special  ruling  pens  as  they  may  require  for  use  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  mathematical  problems.

1.  THE  ILLINOIS  TEAM  WON.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  of  the 

results  obtained  by  the  Illinois  National  Guard  Riflb  Team  in  the 
National  Rifle  Team  Match,  which  was  held  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio, 
September  18  and  19,  1925.  ^.vA' 

2.  Eighty-seven  teams  from  all  parts  of  thev  tJnited  States  com- 
peted. It  will  be  observed  from  the  statistics  given  below  that 
the  Illinois  National  Guard  Team  placed  Sixth,  won  the  “Hilton” 
Trophy,  their  score  being  even  higher  than  the  United  States 
Coast  Artillery  Team  of  the  Regular  Army.  This  is  the  first  time 
a National  Trophy  has  been  brought  to  Illinois  by  a team  repre- 
senting the  Illinois  National  Guard.  In  this  connection,  we  must 
not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  teams  from  the  different  Arms 
and  Branches  of  the  Service,  as  well  as  those  coming  from  other 
states,  were  composed  of  their  very  best  shots.  Hence,  this  team 
from  Illinois  had  real  competition  from  start  to  finish. 

3.  The  score  obtained  by  the  team  is  proof  of  the  individual 
energy,  training,  endurance,  discipline,  obedience,  loyalty  and 
of  the  many  personal  sacrifices  made  by  its  members  to  perfect 
the  team.  All  of  which  is  merely  exemplary  of  the  type  of  young 
blood  and  intelligence  possessed  by  these  soldiers  and  which  is 
the  real  foundation  of  their  team  success. 

4.  Illinois  is,  indeed,  proud  of  the  excellent  accomplishment  of 
these  soldiers  of  the  Illinois  National  Guard,  who  composed  this 
formidable  team  and  who  brought  such  honor  to  the  Military 
Service  of  the  State.

;The  Adjutants  General  and  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officers  of  all  States  and  Command- 
ing Generals  of  all  Corps  Areas  and  Departments. 


1.  NGR  No.  79,  relative  to  “Animals  and  Materiel  and  the  care 
thereof’  has  been  amended,  effective  July  1,  1926,  and  the  para- 
graphs that  follow  are  published  in  advance,  for  the  information, 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned. 


2.  The  provisions  relative  to  allowances  for  caretakers  will  ap- 
pear as  an  “administrative  regulation”  in  Par.  10,  NGR  No.  79, 
and  these  provisions  will  govern  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  in 
the  issuance  for  each  unit  or  group  of  units  of  an  “Authority 
for  the  Employment  of  Caretakers  or  Mechanics.”  Copies  of 
these  Caretakers  Authorities  will  be  furnished  to  the  GeneralV 
Accounting  Office  and  will  form  the  basis  for  the  audit  of  vouch- 
ers, covering  payments  to  caretakers.  The  following  paragraphs 
of  NGR  No.  79,  effective  July  1,  1926,  govern  this  matter: 

‘10.  RESERVATION  OF  FUNDS.  — a. — Requests  for 
reservation  of  funds. — Requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for 
the  payment  of  horse  and  materiel  caretakers  and  motor 
and  airplane  mechanics  and  assistant  mechanics  (care- 
takers) will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  on 
or  before  June  15,  September  15,  December  15,  March  15, 
for  the  ensuing  quarters  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  employment  of 
caretakers  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations.  These 
requests  for  reservation  of  funds  will  be  based  on  the  fol- 
lowing: 

(1)  Allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  for  animals  of 
single  organizations  will  be  as  follows: 
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Per 

month. 

An  organization  having  1 animal  or  less  than  9 ani- 
mals   $ 75.00 

An  organization  having  9 to  16  animals,  inclusive...  150.00 

An  organization  having  17  to  24  animals,  inclusive . . 225 . 00 

An  organization  having  25  to  32  animals,  inclusive..  300.00 

(2)  When  the  animals  of  two  or  more  organizations  of  the 

same  branch,  grouped  in  a single  armory  (stable),  do  not  ex- 
ceed 32,  the  allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  will  be  the 
same  as  for  a single  organization  having  the  same  number  of 
animals  When  the  number  of  animals  so  grouped  exceeds  32, 
the  allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  will  be  increased  by 
$75  per  month  for  each  8 animals,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
in  excess  of  32:  Provided,  That  the  number  of  animals  so 

grouped  shall  not  exceed  the  authorized  number  for  the  com- 
bined organizations. 

(3)  When  the  animals  of  two  or  more  organizations  of  dif- 
ferent branches  are  quartered  in  a single  armory  (stable),  the 
allowances  for  the  pay  of  caretakers  for  each  branch  will  be 
determined  as  in  sub-paragraph  (2)  above,  each  branch  being 
considered  as  occupying  a separate  armory. 

(4)  Each  lettered  battery  and  each  battalion  headquarters 
battery  and  combat  train  of  horse-drawn  field  artillery  will  be 
given  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  $75  per  month  for  the  care 
of  its  artillery  materiel  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  4 
hereof. 

(5)  Allowances  of  mechanics  and  assistant  motor  mechan- 
ics for  motorized  organizations  will  be  as  follows:  For  organ- 

izations having  from  4 to  10  motor  vehicles  (exclusive  of  motor- 
cycles) or  artillery  vehicles  (exclusive  of  caissons  and  trailers) 
— one  motor  mechanic;  For  organizations  having  in  excess  of 
10  motor  vehicles  (exclusive  of  motorcycles)  or  artillery  vehicles 
(exclusive  of  caissons  and  trailers) — one  motor  mechanic  and 
one  assistant  motor  mechanic.  (Par.  6-&  provides  rates  of  pay 
at  not  to  exceed  $150.00  and  $130.00  per  month). 

(6)  Coast  Artillery  organizations  which,  with  the  author- 
ity of  the  War  Department,  have  taken  over  seacoast  batteries 
from  the  Regular  Army  for  drill  and  care,  will  be  allowed  one 
caretaker  for  the  care  and  preservation  of  a battery  of  one  or 
two  guns,  and  one  caretaker  and  one  assistant  caretaker  for  a 
battery  or  more  than  two  guns.  (Par.  8 provides  rates  of  pay 
at  not  to  exceed  $150.00  and  $130.00  per  month). 

(7)  No  airplane  mechanics  will  be  allowed  to  a squadron 
which  has  not  received  its  aircraft  materiel  or  a part  thereof. 
The  number  of  mechanics  allowed  to  each  squadron  will  be  based 
upon  the  number  of  airplanes  and  amount  of  other  equipment 
issued  to  it  and  will  be  determined  in  each  case  by  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau.  (Par.  9 -d  fixes  following  rates  of  pay;  1 at  not 
to  exceed  $225.00  per  month;  1 at  not  to  exceed  $175.00  per 
month;  remainder  at  not  to  exceed  $130.00  per  month). 
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6. — Quarterly  requests  for  reservation  of  funds. — Quarterly 
requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  the  payment  of  all  author- 
ized horse,  materiel,  motor  and  airplane  caretakers  within  a 
State  will  be  submitted  in  triplicate,  and  should  contain  all 
necessary  information  for  each  organization  considered,  ar- 
ranged and  under  the  following  headings: 

(1)  Organization  and  station. 

(2)  Name  of  armory  in  or  adjacent  to  which  horses  are 

stabled. 

(3)  Number  of  Federally-owned  animals. 

(4)  Number  of  Federally-accepted  animals. 

(5)  Number  of  Government-owned  motor  and  artillery  ve- 

hicles (as  defined  in  paragraph  10  a (5)  hereof) 
maintained  at  the  station  of  the  unit. 

(6)  Number  of  Government-owned  motor  and  artillery  ve- 

hicles (as  defined  in  paragraph  10  a (5)  hereof)  as- 
signed to  the  organization  but  which  are  undergoing 
repair  or  are  in  storage  at  a station  other  than  that 
of  the  organization. 

(7)  Number  of  caretakers  (horse,  materiel,  motor  or  air- 

plane) authorized  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

(8)  Caretaker  authority  number. 

(9)  Amount  required  for  one  month. 

(10)  Amount  required  for  ensuing  quarter. 

Column  (10)  should  then  be  totaled  and  the  balance  that 
will  remain  on  hand  for  the  payment  of  such  caretakers  for  the 
current  quarter  deducted  therefrom,  leaving  the  net  amount  re- 
quired for  the  payment  of  all  caretakers  (exclusive  of  target 
range  caretakers)  for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

Organizations  whose  animals  are  grouped  in  a single  pool 
will  be  listed  together,  the  required  information  pertaining  to 
each  individual  organization  of  the  group  will  be  entered  in  col- 
umns (1)  and  (7),  inclusive,  but  columns  (8)  to  (10)  will  each 
show  but  one  amount  for  all  organizations  included  in  that 
group. 

c.  — Requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  additional  care- 
takers.— Requests  for  reservation  of  funds  for  the  employment 
of  additional  caretakers  (exclusive  of  target  range  caretakers) 
will  follow  the  same  form  and  contain  all  applicable  information 
called  for  in  sub-paragraph  b above. 

d.  — Target  range  caretakers. — Target  range  caretakers  will 
not  be  included  in  this  respect  for  reservation  of  funds. 

11.  PREPARATION  OF  VOUCHERS. — a.  — Caretakers 
included  on  one  voucher. — All  commissioned,  enlisted  and 
civilian  caretakers  belonging  to  an  organization,  whether 
employed  for  the  care  of  animals,  materiel  or  equipment, 
will  invariably  be  paid  on  the  same  voucher. 
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b.  — Form  to  he  used. — Such  caretakers  will  be  paid  monthly 
on  War  Department  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  19,  amending 
same  by  eliminating  the  inapplicable  words  and  inserting  under 
“Sub-appropriation”  the  words  “Compensation  of  help  for  care 
of  materiel,  animals,  and  equipment.”  The  procurement  author- 
ity number  chargeable  must  also  be  shown  on  the  voucher. 

c.  — Information  to  be  included. — Vouchers  covering  pay- 
ments to  caretakers  must,  in  addition  to  all  other  pertinent  data, 
show  the  caretaker  authority  number  under  which  the  employ- 
ment of  caretakers  of  the  organization  or  organizations  con- 
cerned is  authorized.  Two  copies  of  the  order  detailing  or  hir- 
ing the  caretaker  must  be  filed  with  the  voucher  on  which  he 
is  paid.  If  the  rate  of  compensation  is  changed,  such  change 
should  be  covered  by  an  order,  two  copies  of  which  should  be 
filed  with  the  voucher  covering  the  first  payment  at  the  new  rate. 

d.  — When  animals  are  not  pooled. — When  the  animals  of  an 
organization  are  not  pooled  with  those  of  another  organization, 
or  where  an  organization  has  no  animals,  all  enlisted  and  civil- 
ian caretakers  will  be  paid  on  a voucher  certified  to  by  the  or- 
ganization commander. 

e.  — When  animals  are  pooled. — When  the  animals  of  an  or- 
ganization are  pooled  with  those  of  other  organizations,  the  en- 
listed and  civilian  caretakers,  for  both  animals  and  materiel, 
belonging  to  all  such  organizations  will  be  paid  on  the  same 
voucher,  grouped  by  organizations,  and  the  certificate  will  be 
signed  by  the  officer  exercising  control  of  the  animals  pooled, 
who,  with  respect  to  caretakers  who  do  not  come  under  his 
supervision,  will  base  his  certificate  on  such  information  as  may 
be  secured  by  or  furnished  to  him. 

f.  — By  lohom  approved. — All  vouchers  covering  payments  to 
caretakers  will  bear  the  approval  of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
State  concerned.” 

3.  The  provisions  relative . to  expenses  for  the  shoeing  of  the 
authorized  horses  of  an  organization  have  been  liberalized  in 
connection  with  such  organizations  as  cannot  obtain  caretakers 
qualified  as  horseshoers.  Particular  attention  is  invited  to  the 
fact  that  quarterly  request  for  reservation  of  funds  must  be 
submitted  in  advance,  and  the  first  request  should  be  submitted 
for  the  quarter  beginning  July  1,  1926.  The  following  paragraph 
of  NGR  No.  79  governs  this  matter: 

“5.  WHERE  HORSESHOER  NOT  AVAILABLE,  AC- 
TION TO  BE  TAKEN. — Where  no  caretaker  qualified  as  a 
horseshoer  can  be  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  para- 
graphs 2 b or  2 c hereof,  expenses  for  the  shoeing  of  the 
authorized  horses  of  the  organization  will  be  authorized  by 
the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  In  such  cases  a quarterly  re- 
quest for  reservation  of  funds  will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  before  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  show- 
ing all  such  organizations  involved,  the  number  of  author- 
ized horses  in  each  organization,  and  the  amount  required 
for  all  organizations  for  the  ensuing  quarter.  The  request 
for  reservation  of  funds  will  be  accompanied  by  a certifi- 
cate to  the  effect  that  the  organizations  enumerated  found 
it  impossible  to  obtain  caretakers  qualified  as  horseshoers.” 
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4.  Animal  supplies,  other  than  forage,  horseshoes  and  horse- 
shoe nails,  and  veterinary  supplies,  will  on  and  after  July  1, 
1926,  be  procured  locally  by  United  States  Property  and  Disburs- 
ing Officers,  and  quarterly  reservations  will  be  issued  to  States 
for  this  purpose.  The  following  paragraph  of  NGR  No.  79,  gov- 
erns this  matter: 

“35. — PROCUREMENT. — a. — General  — Forage,  bedding, 
horseshoes  and  horseshoe  nails  for  authorized  animals  of 
the  National  Guard  are  furnished  on  requisition,  except  dur- 
ing field  encampments,  when  such  supplies  will  be  pur- 
chased by  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Offi- 
cer. Salt,  soda  ash,  smithing  coal  and  veterinary  supplies 
will  be  purchased  at  all  times  by  the  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officer.  The  quantities  to  be  supplied  will 
be  determined  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander.” 

5.  The  provisions  relative  to  the  employment  of  veterinary 
services  are  stated  more  definitely  than  heretofore,  and  such 
service  may,  under  certain  restrictions,  be  secured  within  an 
amount  authorized  in  advance  for  the  ensuing  quarter.  Request 
for  reservation  of  funds  should  be  submitted  for  the  quarter  be- 
ginning July  1,  1926.  The  following  paragraph  of  NGR  No.  79 
governs  this  matter: 

“38.  VETERINARY  SERVICES,  PAYMENTS  FOR, 
FROM  MILITIA  BUREAU  FUNDS.— Veterinary  officers  of 
the  National  Guard  may  receive  compensation  from  Militia 
Bureau  funds,  in  addition  to  armory  drill  pay  authorized 
in  Section  2,  NGR — 45,  within  amounts  apportioned  for  that 
purpose  for  treatment  of  animals  of  the  National  Guard,  pro- 
vided, that  the  commander  of  the  organization  to  which  the 
animals  belong  certifies  that  the  treatment  was  of  such  char- 
acter and  duration  that  it  could  not  be  given  during  the 
normal  period  of  a regularly  ordered  assembly  and  could 
not  be  administered  by  the  caretakers  under  such  instruc- 
tion as  the  veterinary  officer  had  given.  This  certificate 
must  be  approved  by  the  State  Adjutant  General.  Payment 
for  veterinary  services  rendered  by  veterinary  officers,  or 
civilian  veterinarians  in  lieu  of  veterinary  officers,  for  the 
treatment  of  animals  may  be  made  within  amounts  appor- 
tioned to  each  State  quarterly,  and  in  such  cases  a quarterly 
request  for  reservation  of  funds  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  before  the  beginning  of  each  quar- 
ter, showing  all  such  organizations  involved,  the  number  of 
authorized  horses  in  each  such  organization,  and  the  amount 
required  for  all  such  organizations  for  the  ensuing  quarter.”

General  of  the  Army,  through  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth 
Corps  Area,  under  date  of  July  22,  1926,  is  hereby  published  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  those  concerned: 

“1.  Pending  approval  and  publication  of  National  Guard 
Regulations  No.  45,  you  are  informed  that  the  following 
safety  precautions  will  govern  in  all  firing  by  National  Guard 
Troops:' 

a.  In  demonstration  firing,  target  practice,  field  firing, 
or  any  other  occasion  of  firing  by  National  Guard  troops  in 
time  of  peace,  all  safety  precautions  prescribed  for  the 
weapon  being  fired  will  be  observed.  When  the  firing  is 
held  on  a United  States  military  reservation,  all  local  safety 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  commander  thereof  will  also 
be  observed. 

&.  The  senior  National  Guard  Officer  present  will  be 
responsible  that  the  firing  in  all  cases  is  in  charge  of  a com- 
missioned officer,  and  that  all  the  precautions  indicated  in 
(a)  above  are  complied  with. 

c.  Instructors  on  duty  will  report  any  violation  of  such 
safety  regulations  or  precautions  to  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  firing  who  will  immediately  take  the  necessary  remedial 
action.”

1.  The  following  letter  from  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army  relative  to  the  examination,  selection  and  appointment  of 
enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  as  cadets  at  United  States 
Military  Academy,  West  Point,  is  hereby  published  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  those  concerned:

My  dear  Governor: 

The  regulations  for  the  selection  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard  for  appointment  to  the  UnitedD^ti^^^Jggg 
tary  Academy  provide  that  the  candidates  shall  be^^por- 
tioned  among  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  according  to  the  enlisted  str|*jgtty \ it^eiy  , tl  ft  ^ 
spective  National  Guard  organizations.  Candidates  from 
the  States  and  Territories  will  be  selected  by  the  respective 
Governors  thereof  from  successful  competitors  in  a prelimi- 
nary examination  of  a scope  and  natul'S^Slmilar  to  the  regu- 
lar examination  for  entrance  to  the  Military  Academy,  to  be 
instituted  and  conducted  by  the  Governors,  and  to  be  held 
between  November  1 and  November  15  of  each  year.  Under 
the  statute  authorizing  these  appointments,  the  Governors 
are  restricted  in  their  choice  of  candidates  to  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  who  conform  to  the  requirements 
mentioned. 

To  be  eligible  for  appointment  from  the  National  Guard, 
an  applicant  must  be  an  enlisted  man  of  a unit  recognized 
by  the  Federal  Government.  He  must,  on  the  date  of  ad- 
mission, July  1,  1927,  have  served  as  an  enlisted  man  not 
less  than  one  year,  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nineteen 
and  twenty-two  years  and  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet 
four  inches  in  height.  The  age  and  service  requirements  are 
statutory  and  cannot  be  waived  or  modified,  but  it  is  not 
essential  that  the  service  be  continuous,  so  that  former 
service  in  the  Guard  may  be  counted  in  determining  an  ap- 
plicant’s eligibility.  Similarly,  service  with  a National 
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Guard  organization  prior  to  its  recognition  by  the  Federal 
Government  may  be  considered,  the  date  of  enlistment  of 
the  soldier  governing,  and  not  that  of  the  recognition  of  the 
unit.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Military  Acad- 
emy are  fully  set  forth  in  the  inclosed  pamphlet,  a supply 
of  which  is  being  sent  to  you  under  separate  cover  for  dis- 
tribution to  those  interested. 

The  candidates  so  selected  will  be  authorized  by  the 
War  Department  to  report  for  the  regular  entrance  exami 
nation,  which  is  scheduled  to  be  held  beginning  on  March 
1,  1927,  and  the  appointments  available  on  July  1,  1927,  will 
be  awarded  to  the  qualified  candidates  in  the  order  of  merit 
established  at  that  examination,  which  is  competitive  among 
all  National  Guard  candidates.  You  are,  therefore,  requested 
to  select,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  four  candidates 
from  among  the  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  of  your 
State,  and  to  designate  them  for  the  entrance  examination 
mentioned,  using  therefor  the  inclosed  blank  form.  These 
cadetships  being  awarded  solely  as  a result  of  competition, 
alternates  cannot  be  considered.  There  is  no  limitation  to 
the  number  who  may  compete  in  the  preliminary  examina- 
tion and  it  is  suggested  that  this  matter  be  widely  adver 
tised  throughout  the  National  Guard  organizations  of  your 
State  so  that  every  enlisted  man  who  is  eligible  as  to  age 
and  length  of  service  may  be  afforded  this  great  oppor- 
tunity. 

In  the  past  some  States  have  failed  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  designate  candidates,  while  other 
States  have  designated  their  full  quotas  and  are  constantly 
asking  for  the  privilege  of  making  more  appointments.  As 
a result  it  has  been  decided  to  require  that  designations 
shall  be  made  promptly  following  the  November  prelimi- 
nary examination,  and  in  no  case  later  than  December  15, 
1926.  When  sending  in  your  designations,  it  is  requested 
that  you  inform  the  Department  as  to  the  number  of  other 
desirable  candidates,  if  any,  you  may  have  available.  The 
allotments  of  those  States  which  allow  the  opportunity  to 
lapse  through  failure  to  fill  their  quotas  by  December  15, 
1926,  will  be  given  to  other  States.

3.  If  so  indicated  in  application,  candidates  will  be  furnished 
sleeping  quarters  including  cots  and  blankets  in  the  State  Ars- 
enal, without  charge.  Subsistence  will  not  be  furnished  by  the 
State  but  good  meals  may  be  obtained  at  restaurants  and  hotels 
at  reasonable  prices  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Arsenal. 

4.  The  preliminary  examination  will  be  held  in  Springfield, 
Illinois,  November  8,  9 and  10,  1926.  Candidates  should  report 
to  The  Adjutant  General,  Springfield,  Illinois,  not  later  than 
5:00  P.  M.,  November  7th,  so  that  they  may  receive  general 
instructions  relative  to  the  operation  of  the  examination.  Candi- 
dates will  provide  themselves  with  such  compasses,  calipers, 
rulers  and  special  ruling  pens  as  they  may  require  for  use  in 
the  solution  of  the  mathematical  problems.  No  text  books  or 
other  references  will  be  permitted  in  the  examination  room. 

5.  The  scope  and  character  of  the  examination  may  be  ascer- 
tained by  referring  to  the  War  Department  pamphlet,  edition 
1926,  Subject:  Information  relative  to  the  appointment  and  ad- 
mission of  cadets  to  the  United  States  Military  Academy.  Copies 
of  this  pamphlet  have  been  mailed  to  each  regimental  and  sepa- 
rate battalion  commander  in  Cook  County,  and  to  each  unit 
commander  located  outside  of  Cook  County. 

6.  The  physical  examination  will  be  held  during  the  forenoon 
of  November  8th.  Those  found  physically  disqualified  will  be  so 
informed  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  mental  examination. 
A candidate  is  not  eligible  for  admission  to  the  mental  exami- 
nation until  he  has  passed  the  prescribed  physical  examination. 

7.  A West  Point  Preparatory  School  will  be  conducted  at  Port 
Sheridan,  Illinois,  with  classes  to  commence  not  later  than 
September  20,  1926.  Members  of  the  Illinois  National  Guard 
who  wish  to  take  this  course  of  instruction  may  be  admitted 
upon  being  able  to  pass  a preliminary  physical  and  mental 
examination  as  provided  for  in  Circular  No.  11,  Headquarters. 
Sixth  Corps  Area,  June  4,  1926. 

8.  All  members  of  the  National  Guard  who  can  pass  the  ex- 
amination required  by  the  above  mentioned  circular  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  this  school.  They  will  be  required  to  pay  the  cost  of 
their  transportation  to  and  from  Fort  Sheridan,  Illinois,  and 
for  their  subsistence  while  at  that  station.  Quarters  and  the 
necesary  books,  etc.,  will  be  furnished  by  the  Government  with- 
out cost  to  the  soldier. 

9.  In  case  any  enlisted  man  desires  to  take  advantage  of  th'is 
preparatory  school,  his  immediate  commanding  officer  is  hereby 
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authorized  to  correspond  direct  with  Headquarters,  Sixth  Corps 
Area,  for  definite  information  regarding  examination  questions 
and  the  examination  itself  in  order  that  the  examination  of  such 
enlisted  men  may  he  expedited. 

10.  Sixteen  members  of  the  class  of  1926  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy,  who  graduated  Saturday  June  12,  received  their 
appointment  to  the  Academy  when  they  were  enlisted  men  in 
the  National  Guard.  This  number  included  the  Cadet  Captain, 
the  Regimental  Adjutant,  and  three  Major  “A”  men.  The 
splendid  record  made  by  these  sixteen  cadets  should  give  food 
for  thought  for  all  young  men  desirous  of  entering  the  Academy 
who  find  themselves  unable  to  obtain  a senatorial  or  congress- 
ional appointment. 

11.  Outstanding  among  these  National  Guard  graduates  of  this 
year’s  class  may  be  mentioned  William  L.  Bayer  of  Sewaren, 
New  Jersey,  appointed  from  the  105th  Field  Artillery,  New  York 
National  Guard,  who  was  a Cadet  Captain,  the  greatest  ambition 
of  any  cadet. 

12.  In  the  same  breath  might  be  noted  Robert  E.  M.  Des  Islets 
of  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania,  appointed  from  the  176th  Field 
Artillery,  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  who  was  the  Regi- 
mental Adjutant,  the  highest  post  (next  to  first  Captain)  that 
a Cadet  can  obtain.  He  was  also  an  “A”  man  in  track,  being 
one  of  the  best  hurdlers  the  Academy  has  had  in  years 

13.  With  them  also  may  be  mentioned  Prentice  E.  Yeomans  of 
Syracuse,  New  York,  appointed  from  the  101st  Cavalry,  New 
York  National  Guard,  who  has  made  a brilliant  athletic  record, 
including  four  years  of  foot  ball  and  three  in  lacrosse,  winning 
his  “A”  in  each  and  being  Captain  of  the  lacrosse  team  the  last 
season,  a team  which  was  considered  one  of  the  best  in  the 
country,  probably  second  to  Johns  Hopkins  only.  It  is  also 
gratifying  to  note  the  record  of  H.  W.  Johnson  of  Lewisburg, 
Pennsylvania,  appointed  from  the  103rd  Cavalry,  Pennsylvania 
National  Guard,  who  was  Captain  of  the  Polo  Team  and  con- 
sidered the  greatest  Cadet  Polo  Back  in  the  last  ten  years. 

14.  Another  distinguished  Cadet  was  J.  P.  Doyle  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  appointed  from  the  5th  Infantry,  Maryland  National 
Guard,  who  was  also  a mainstay  on  the  fencing  team  for  four 
years,  being  the  best  'epee  man  on  the  team. 

15.  This  array  of  talent  along  with  their  enviable  records  defi- 
nitely establishes  the  fact  that  the  boys  who  enter  West  Point 
from  the  National  Guard  are  making  their  mark  just  as  well 
as  the  boy  who  receives  his  appointment  in  any  other  way.

(c)  Indoor  base  ball  is  practiced  weekly  and  the  com- 
pany has  developed  an  exceptionally  good  team. 

(d)  Four  barrels  of  apples  and  two  barrels  of  cider 
have  been  stored  for  the  winter  entertainments. 

(e)  A first  class  radio,  company  owned,  has  been  in- 
stalled so  as  to  receive  in  the  company  office  and  drill  hall 
as  well. 

(f)  The  company  owns  a seven  passenger  automobile, 
used  for  hunting  purposes. 

(g)  Two  boats,  for  fishing  purposes,  are  owned  by  the 
company,  one  of  these  boats  being  equipped  with  a motor. 

3.  Tech.  Sgt.  Karbolling  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  during 
the  past  two  years  this  company  has  maintained  100%  present 
for  drill  for  officers  and  an  average  of  78%  present  for  drill  of 
enlisted  men. 

4.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  attention  is  invited  to  Cir- 
cular No.  5,  these  headquarters,  June  30,  1923,  wherein  this  same 
company  received  a special  commendation  from  Lt.  Colonel  Nel- 
son, Infantry,  D.  O.  L.,  U.  S.  Army. 

5.  Captain  Wesley  R.  James,  Commanding  Howitzer  Company, 
130th  Infantry,  stationed  at  Jacksonville  is  hereby  complimented 
and  commended  for  the  excellent  records  achieved  and  main- 
tained over  a period  of  years  by  his  organization.

2.  Contests  so  authorized  will  be  sponsored  by  three  (3)  rep- 
resentative citizens  of  the  community  in  which  the  contest  is 
held.  The  major  part  of  the  gross  proceeds  derived  therefrom 
will  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  a local  charitable  activity  which 
will  be  designated  prior  to  the  granting  of  the  authority. 

3.  All  contests  will  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  of 
Illinois  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Athletic  Com- 
mission. The  contestants  must  be  amateurs  within  the  defini- 
tion and  requirements  of  this  Commission. 

4.  The  Senior  Officer  stationed  in  the  armory  where  such  con- 
tests are  held,  and  all  Custodians  of  armories,  are  directed  to 
submit  applications  for  use  of  their  armories  as  heretofore 
noted,  to  The  Adjutant  General.  These  applications  will  be 
signed  by  three  (3)  representative  citizens  sponsoring  the 
event.  The  application  will  state  the  name  of  the  charity  to 
which  the  major  part  of  the  gross  proceeds  will  be  given,  and 
also  the  assurance  that  the  sponsors  will  be  responsible  for 
such  distribution. 

5.  This  does  not  operate  to  prevent  the  holding  of  legal  Boxing 
contests  in  armories  where  the  contestants  are  bona  fide  mem- 
bers of  the  Military  and  Naval  organizations  of  the  several 
States,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  are  amateurs  within  the  defini- 
tion and  requirements  of  the  State  Athletic  Commission,  and  the 
contests  are  held  under  the  auspices  of  officers  of  these  organiza- 
tions acting  in  their  capacity  as  such.

The  regulations  for  the  selection  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard  for  appointment  to  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  provide  that  the  candidates  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  according  to  the  enlisted  strength  of  their  re- 
spective National  Guard  organizations.  Candidates  from  the 
States  and  Territories  will  be  selected  by  the  respective 
Governors  thereof  from  successful  competitors  in  a prelim- 
inary examination  of  a scope  and  nature  similar  to  the 
regular  examination  for  entrance  to  the  Military  Academy  to 
be  instituted  and  conducted  by  the  Governors  and  to  be  held 
between  August  1 and  November  15  of  each  year.  Under  the 
statute  authorizing  these  appointments  the  Governors  are 
restricted  in  their  choice  of  candidates  to  enlisted  men  of 
the  National  Guard  who  conform  to  the  requirements 
mentioned. 

To  be  eligible  for  appointment  from  the  National  Guard 
an  applicant  must  be  an  enlisted  man  of  a unit  recognized  by 
the  Federal  Government.  He  must  on  the  date  of  admission, 
July  1,  1936,  have  served  as  an  enlisted  man  not  less  than 
one  year,  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nineteen  and  twenty- 
two  years,  and  must  be  not  less  than  five  feet  four  inches  in 
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height.  The  age  and  service  requirements  are  statutory  and 
cannot  be  waived  or  modified,  but  it  is  not  essential  that  the 
service  be  continuous,  so  that  former  service  in  the  Guard 
may  be  counted  in  determining  an  applicant’s  eligibility. 
Similarly,  service  with  a National  Guard  organization  prior 
to  its  recognition  by  the  Federal  Government  may  be  con- 
sidered, the  date  of  enlistment  of  the  soldier  governing  and 
not  that  of  the  recognition  of  the  unit.  The  requirements 
for  admission  to  the  Military  Academy  are  fully  set  forth  in 
the  inclosed  pamphlet,  a supply  of  which  is  being  sent  to  you 
under  separate  cover  for  distribution  to  those  concerned. 

The  candidates  so  selected  will  be  authorized  by  the  War 
Department  to  report  for  the  regular  entrance  examination 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  held  beginning  on  March  3,  1936, 
and  the  appointments  available  on  July  1,  1936,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  qualified  candidates  in  the  order  of  merit 
established  at  that  examination  which  is  competitive  among 
all  National  Guard  candidates.  In  view  of  the  competitive 
feature  involved  failure  for  any  cause  to  report  for  exam- 
ination at  the  time  and  place  designated  will  vacate  the 
appointment. 

You  are  therefore,  requested  to  select,  in  accordance  with 
the  foregoing,  three  candidates  from  among  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  of  your  State  and  to  designate  them 
for  the  entrance  examination  mentioned,  using  therefor  the 
inclosed  blank  forms.  These  cadetships  being  awarded  as  a 
result  of  competition,  alternates  cannot  be  considered. 
There  is  no  limitation  to  the  number  who  may  compete  in 
the  preliminary  examination,  and  it  is  suggested  that  this 
matter  be  widely  advertised  throughout  the  National  Guard 
organizations  of  your  State,  so  that  every  enlisted  man  who 
is  eligible  as  to  age  and  length  of  service  may  be  afforded 
this  great  opportunity. 

In  the  past,  some  States  have  failed  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  designate  candidates,  while  other 
States  have  designated  their  full  quotas  and  are  constantly 
asking  for  the  privilege  of  making  more  appointments.

ADMINISTRATION  RELATING  TO  CARETAKERS 
PAID  FROM  FEDERAL  FUNDS,  AND  OTHER 
SIMILAR  MATTERS. 


1.  At  a conference  held  in  General  Keehn's  office  on  May  27th, 
the  attention  of  all  officers  present  was  invited  to  certain  matters 
concerning  the  employment  of  caretakers  paid  from  Federal 
funds. 

2.  During  that  evening,  several  officers  expressed  a desire  to 
have  a copy  of  the  remarks  and  subsequently  General  Keehn 
stated  it  was  his  opinion  that  the  subject  matter  should  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  distributed.  It  is,  therefore,  in  compliance 
with  those  requests  that  this  Memorandum  is  submitted. 

3.  The  Regulations  pertaining  to  the  employment  of  Federal 
Caretakers  should  be  strictly  adhered  to.  The  nature  of  their 
duties  may  be  briefly  stated  with  relation  to  priority  as  follows: 

a.  Protection  from  Fire 

b.  Protection  from  Theft 

c.  Proper  care  and  preservation  of  animals,  motor  equip- 
ment and  materiel 

d.  Orderly  storage 

(Attention  is  invited  to  Bulletin  No.  13,  AGO-ILL,  July  7,  1936) 

4.  Recent  investigations,  made  in  other  states  by  the  General 
Accounting  Office,  indicate  that  some  of  the  requirements  have 
not  been  met,  while  in  others,  the  caretakers  have  been  employed 
for  purposes  outside  of  the  scope  of  Regulations.  These  irregu- 
larities also  pertain  to  armory  drill  payrolls,  to  caretaker  pay- 
rolls, and  to  vouchers  for  services  rendered,  and  may  be  briefly 
listed,  in  a general  way,  under  the  following  classifications: 

a.  The  caretaker  does  not  attend  actual  drill,  yet  is 
present  and  does  work  for  which  he  is  given  credit 
for  drill  by  his  Commanding  Officer. 

b.  The  caretaker  performs  the  duty  the  day  or  night 
before  drill. 

c.  A habit  seems  to  be  prevalent  in  some  instances  for 
caretakers  to  split  their  pay  with  some  one  not 
enlisted. 

d.  Caretakers  make  contributions  to  some  one  for  the 
good  of  the  organization  he  is  with. 

e.  Illegal  employment  of  caretakers. 

f.  Falsification  of  vouchers  for  services  rendered. 
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5.  It  is  not  intended  to  anticipate  any  set  of  irregularities,  but 
rather  to  use  typical  cases  which  have  actually  occurred  and 
have  reflected  on  the  responsible  administrative  officer  concerned. 

a.  Caretakers  were  being  employed  for  clerical  and  other 
miscellaneous  duties. 

b.  Caretakers  were  not  on  duty  at  the  time  the  inspec- 
tion was  made.  It  is  held  that  unless  otherwise  indi- 
cated in  Orders,  all  caretakers  are  full  time  employes, 
irrespective  of  the  pay  they  are  receiving. 

c.  Caretakers  have  been  questioned  as  to  the  rate  of  pay 
they  receive  and  the  nature  of  their  duties.  Unless 
such  duties  are  clearly  defined  by  the  responsible 
officer,  it  follows  that  the  caretaker  would  have  diffi- 
culty in  making  an  accurate  statement. 

d.  Many  vouchers  for  services  rendered,  particularly  for 
laundry,  cleaning  and  renovation  of  clothing,  have 
been  found  to  be  faulty.  The  Unit  Commander,  who 
certifies  to  the  correctness  of  vouchers  that  the  service 
has  been  performed,  should  have  first  hand  knowledge 
pertaining  to  all  bills  before  they  are  certified  for 
payment. 

e.  Strict  supervision  should  be  maintained  over  the  use 
of  gas  and  oil  furnished  by  the  Federal  Government 
for  Training.  A detailed  record  should  be  maintained 
by  each  unit,  showing  the  vehicle  number,  the  date 
refueled,  and  the  quantity  of  gas  and  oil. 

f.  When  it  was  found  that  organizations  permitted 
civilians  to  ride  animals,  either  Federally  owned  or 
Federally  maintained,  at  a certain  rate  per  hour,  and 
the  moneys  derived  therefrom  deposited  in  a Com- 
pany or  Regimental  Fund,  it  was  pointed  out  by  the 
Inspector  that  this  practice  was  contrary  to  law;  that 
the  proceeds  should  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  or  else  the  animals 
should  not  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

g.  The  question  of  the  disposal  of  subsistence  stores 
remaining  on  hand  at  the  close  of  camp  has  been 
a matter  of  criticism.  In  some  cases,  stores  were  taken 
to  home  station  and  there  sold  and  the  receipts 
credited  to  the  Company  Fund.  In  others,  they  were 
used  by  the  members  of  the  Company  after  return 
to  home  station.  To  avoid  criticism  in  this  regard, 
surplus  subsistence  items  should  be  turned  back  to 
the  USP&DO  for  his  return  to  the  vendor  for  credit. 

h.  It  was  found  in  some  instances  that  the  Unit  Com- 
mander’s endorsement  appeared  on  numerous  checks, 
either  caretakers  or  Field  Training  pay  checks,  and 
the  checks  deposited  to  the  Unit  Commander’s  per- 
sonal account.  This  resulted  in  very  diligent  investi- 
gations on  the  assumption  that  the  payee’s  endorse- 
ment might  have  been  forged.  It  is  suggested  that 
great  caution  be  exercised  and  that  checks  be  cashed 
only  after  it  is  made  certain  that  the  payee’s  endorse- 
ment is  genuine. 
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6.  To  correct  the  situation  outlined  in  5b  above,  the  following 
suggestion  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  an  Order  to  regulate  the 
hours  of  employment  of  caretakers.  Your  comment  is  requested. 

a.  5 hours  per  day  for  25  days  equals  125  hours  per 

month. 

125  hours  at  40  cents  per  hour  is  $50.00  per  month. 

b.  8 hours  per  day  for  25  days  equals  200  hours  per 
month. 

200  hours  at  50  cents  per  hour  is  $100.00  per  month. 

c.  Similar  hours  and  rate  per  hour  to  be  suggested  for 
caretakers  receiving  other  rates  of  pay. 

7.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  similar  audits  will  be  made  in  the 
Illinois  National  Guard  as  in  other  states.  The  exercise  of 
scrupulous  care  by  Unit  Commanders,  who  are  in  any  way 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  these  matters,  will  con- 
siderably lessen,  or  wholly  avoid,  the  future  difficulty  of  explain- 
ing transactions  and  the  likelihood  of  the  final  suspension  of 
officers.

My  dear  Governor: 

The  regulations  for  the  selection  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
National  Guard  for  appointment  to  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  provide  that  the  candidates  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  according  to  the  enlisted  strength  of  their  respec- 
tive National  Guard  organizations.  Candidates  from  the 
States  and  Territories  will  be  selected  by  the  respective 
Governors  thereof  from  successful  competitors  in  a prelim- 
inary examination  of  a scope  and  nature  similar  to  the 
regular  examination  for  entrance  to  the  Military  Academy  to 
be  instituted  and  conducted  by  the  Governors  and  to  be  held 
between  August  1 and  November  15  of  each  year.  Under  the 
statute  authorizing  these  appointments  the  Governors  are 
restricted  in  their  choice  of  candidates  to  enlisted  men  of 
the  National  Guard  who  conform  to  the  requirements 
mentioned. 

To  be  eligible  for  appointment  from  the  National  Guard 
an  applicant  must  be  an  enlisted  man  in  an  active  or  inac- 
tive status  of  a federally  recognized  unit  and  must  on  the 
date  of  admission,  July  1,  1938,  be  between  the  ages  of  nine- 
teen and  twenty-two  years,  not  less  than  five  feet  four  inches 
in  height  and  have  served  as  an  enlisted  man  in  an  active 
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status  in  the  National  Guard  not  less  than  one  year.  The 
age  and  service  requirements  are  statutory  and  cannot  be 
waived  or  modified,  but  it  is  not  essential  that  the  service 
be  continuous,  so  that  former  service  in  the  Guard  may  be 
counted  in  determining  an  applicant’s  eligibility.  Similarly, 
service  with  a National  Guard  organization  prior  to  its 
recognition  by  the  Federal  Government  may  be  considered, 
the  date  of  enlistment  of  the  soldier  governing  and  not  that 
of  the  recognition  of  the  unit.  The  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Military  Academy  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  in- 
closed pamphlet,  a supply  of  which  is  being  sent  to  you  under 
separate  cover  for  distribution  to  those  concerned. 

The  candidates  so  selected  will  be  authorized  by  the  War 
Department  to  report  for  the  regular  entrance  examination 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  held  beginning  on  March  1,  1938, 
and  the  appointments  available  on  July  1,  1938,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  qualified  candidates  in  the  order  of  merit 
established  at  that  examination  which  is  competitive  among 
all  National  Guard  candidates.  In  view  of  the  competitive 
feature  involved,  failure  for  any  cause  to  report  for  exam- 
ination at  the  time  and  place  designated  will  vacate  the 
appointment. 

You  are,  therefore,  requested  to  select,  in  accordance  with 
the  foregoing,  three  candidates  from  among  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  of  your  State  and  to  designate  them 
for  the  entrance  examination  mentioned,  using  therefor  the 
inclosed  blank  forms.  These  cadetships  being  awarded  as  a 
result  of  competition,  alternates  cannot  be  considered. 
There  is  no  limitation  to  the  number  who  may  compete  in 
the  preliminary  examination,  and  it  is  suggested  that  this 
matter  be  widely  advertised  throughout  the  National  Guard 
organizations  of  your  State,  so  that  every  enlisted  man  who 
is  eligible  as  to  age  and  length  of  service  may  be  afforded 
this  great  opportunity. 

In  the  past,  some  States  have  failed  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  designate  candidates,  while  other 
States  have  designated  their  full  quotas  and  are  constantly 
asking  for  the  privilege  of  making  more  appointments.  As 
a result,  it  has  been  decided  to  require  that  designations 
shall  be  made  promptly  following  the  November  preliminary 
examinations,  and  in  no  case  later  than  December  15,  1937. 
When  sending  in  your  designations  it  is  requested  that  you 
inform  the  Department  as  to  the  number  of  other  desirable 
candidates,  if  any,  you  may  have  available.  The  allotments 
of  those  States  which  allow  the  opportunity  to  lapse  through 
failure  to  fill  their  quotas  by  December  15,  1937,  will  be 
given  to  other  States.

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2.  Each  enlisted  man  who  desires  to  enter  this  competitive 
examination  will  make  application  in  letter  form  (preferably 
typewritten)  over  his  own  signature  and  will  forward  it  through 
military  channels  so  as  to  reach  this  headquarters  as  soon  as 
possible  and  in  all  instances  prior  to  November  1,  1937.  The 
application  will  contain  the  following  information  relative  to  the 
applicant:

3.  The  preliminary  examination  will  be  held  at  the  Illinois  Re- 
search Hospital,  1819  West  Polk  Street,  Chicago,  Illinois,  No- 
vember 8,  9 and  10,  1937.  Candidates  will  provide  themselves 
with  such  fountain  pens,  compasses,  calipers,  rulers  and  special 
ruling  pens  as  they  may  require  for  use  in  the  solution  of  the 
mathematical  problems.  No  text  books,  slide-rules,  logarithms  or 
other  references  will  be  permitted  in  the  examination  room. 

4.  The  scope  and  character  of  the  examination  may  be  ascer- 

tained by  referring  to  the  VvTar  Department  pamphlet,  current 
edition,  Subject:  Information  relative  to  the  appointment  and 

admission  of  cadets  to  the  United  States  Military  Academy. 
Copies  of  this  pamphlet  have  been  mailed  to  each  regimental  and 
separate  battalion  commander  in  Cook  County,  and  to  each  unit 
commander  located  outside  of  Cook  County. 

5.  The  physical  examination  will  be  held  during  the  afternoon 
of  November  8,  beginning  at  one  o'clock.  Those  found  physically 
disqualified  will  be  so  informed,  by  the  medical  examiners,  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  the  mental  examination.  A candidate 
is  not  eligible  for  admission  to  the  mental  examination  until  he 
has  satisfactorily  passed  the  prescribed  physical  examination.
